DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 9-40 are pending in this application. 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
I. Claims 9-1 1, 16-19, 24-27, 32-35, 40 drawn to a method of depositing silicon 

nitride, classified in class 427, subclass 255.394. 
XL Claims 12-15, 20-23, 28-31, 36-39 drawn to a method of depositing silicon 
oxynitride, classified in class 427, subclass 255.29. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and n are directed to two significantly different and patentably distinct 
methods. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
